Day  Care  Center  policy  wrong

Glada  Landis  has  demonstrated  this  courage.  She  has  gone  public  and  for  a 
very  good  reason.  She  is  not  grinding  an  axe;  ajtis  genuinely  concerned  about  the 
children  she  has  been  serving  the  past  three  years. 

Glada  Landis  has  been  asked  to  take  an  indefinite  leave  of  absence  without  pay 
because  of  her  efforts  to  correct  what  is  wrong  in  the  child  care  center.  There  is 
certainly  something  wrong  in  the  center.

Some  seem  to  oppose  the  addition  of  this 
program,  saying  that  "it  will  only  breed  another  war."

The  proposal  the  university  is  currently  considering  does  not  give  any  financial 
support  to  the  R<  >TC  program  That  is  probably  the  way  it  should  be,  and  before  the 
university  docs  contemplate  financial  support  of  the  program,  it  should  also 
investigate  alternative  means  of  supplying  IPFW  students  with  financial  incomes 
parallel  to  ROTC  benefits  and  a  guaranteed  job  upon  graduation, 

If  the  university  ever  decides  to  support  ROTC  financially,  it  seems  only  fair
